Or is she 
going through a stage of extended puppy love? 

Jane is twenty-two. She has a good job with an 
advertising agency. She went 10 college for two 
years and is what the boys would call "a good 
looker." Then she met Ted. He happens to be 
exactly twice her age. That would make him old 
enough to be her father, but if you want to start 
trouble, just mention that to Jane. She feels she 
is going to marry him next year. They like to do 
the same things together. They play tennis, swim, 
go ice skating, and both like to ride horses. They 
enjoy listening- to operas and reading serious 
books. Ted has a job as an executive with a 
chemical concern and earns a good salary. In 
this case it happens to be Jane's, father who. has 
tried to give her some advice. 

"Ted is exactly my age. Now just keep cool, my 
daughter and listen to me.

If these sports and activities were the 
bond that brought the two together and has been 
holding them, a serious situation may develop 
when the older man can't "keep up" with the de- 
mands of his younger wife: He just can't dance 
all night; he just can't swim out in the lake in the 
cold water: he prefers to take off his shoes, put 
on his slippers, and listen to the radio at home. 

If there Was true love, and it 
grew dunrig the years, the adjustment may not be 
difficult. 

At present we have a tendency among many 
teen agers to become engaged and plan on an 
early marriage.

Tlie purpose of maturity is to give yiu 
a sound and sane balance in the many judgements 
you make.

The same can happen to two teen 
agers who have fallen in love and married. Turn 
the clock ten years ahead. What happens when 
one partner matures and the other still is "child- 
ish" in many respects? 

With age must be considered the factor of 
emotional stability. Some people have it at an 
early age and keep it through life. Others seem 
to have it and then crack up, and there are those 
who do develop it later in life as the result of ex- 
periences and sometimes, as the result of much 
suffering. 

There is a popular song in which one line re- 
flects the complaint of the. girl, ". .they said we 
were too young to be in love . . ." It does take 
maturity to understand that with love there are 
obligations, rights, duties, and moral situations. 

Much of the trouble today in this world with 
married people is that they refused to look ahea<i 
when they thought "they were in love." One 
doesn't live just' for a day but for a lifetime. 
When the problem of AGE does come up, con- 
sider it calmly. Look ahead and ask yourself what 
situations normally arise under those conditions.
